Getting Up After 
An Operation 


. By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D. 


yp a few years ago, the patient who had 

undergone a major operation’ was kept in 
bed until his incision healed, often a matter of 
two weeks or longer. , 

Today, all this has changed jn the majority 
of operations because we have discovered mummy 
advantages in getting such patients up ‘and 
‘about as soon as possible; usually on the day 
following operation, ; 

Known as “carly ambulation,” this practico 
Involves. more than merely routing the patient 
out of bed. It is o process which must be pre- 
pared for, assisted, and carefully supervised. , 


Within several hours after operation, the 


patient should ‘be turned over at least once: 


avery two hours and reminded do take deep 
breaths every five minutes. The legs should 
be exercised about 20 times in cach hour. Thin 
consists of having the patient extend and bend 
hig feet and toes, knees and hips. 


HEEL HEICHT 


During walking, ? 
shoes with heels of the same height as those 
ordinarily worn before operation. If a woman, 
used to high heels, tries to walk around In flat 
slippers, there may be a strain on certain mus- 
cles of the legs. 
tlon of the deep leg veins. 


Getting out of bed should be done in such 
a way. as fo put the least possible strain on mus- 
cles in the aren of the Incision. After being 
turned on the side In which the: operation was 
done, the patient bendy his hips and knets so 
thal the lower leg is brought to the edge of the 
mattress. Then he 1s assisted sidewise to a sit- 
ting position, 


| SHORT WALKS 


The patient is allowed to walle 20 or 30 feet 
and sits in a chair for the few minutes needed 
to straighien the bed, After another short walk 
he Is returncd to the bed. This process is re- 
peated, two or three times on the first day. 
Walking about improves the circulation in the 
Jegs and helps to prevent blood-clot formation. 
After the fourth day the patient is usually ablo 
to gct out of bed without help.
